I'm putting the finishing touches on the NW8020 for 80 Meters which I bought 


at Dayton. 

This is a great rig and, while building it, I started thinking about things I 
could add to make it a real "show piece". One nice item would be a digital 
display. 


As luck would have it, I have an already-built frequency display counter. It 
is from the W6QIF NorCal 40 counter project in the June 1994 issue of QRPp. I 
hooked the counter up to the rig and can count the VFO great. My dillemma is 
that the rig uses a 10 MHz. IF and a VFO that runs from 6.3 to 6.5 MHz 
yielding an operating range of 3.5 to 3.7 MHz. Since I am up-converting, I 
need to get the counter to count backwards. 


I think I understand how to preset the counter for a rig that has an IF below 
its operating frequency, but how can I get the display to show my actual 
frequency? I don't have any info on this counter chip, other than in the 
article. Any help would be most appreciated.

uspended it from a cord between my two towers. 
One wire was fed at the bottom and the other is grounded to the 


radial wires. The vertical was fed with 75 ohm coax to a tuner. 
From the suspension point at the top there were also 3 -67 ft 
reflectors that fanned out at the bottom and were about 60 ft out 
from the bottom. These reflectors were not connectd to the vert. 
The whole system made a fantastic 40 M antenna and I could 
steer the direction by moving the reflectors. 
I didn't do any gain measurements but noted that it outperformed 
the Butternut vertical by easy 2 s-units. 
After a week my XYL started making a lot of comments and I took 
it down and re-erected my 80 M loop.

I built a similiar unit. JI used an RF source which was calibrated. 
What you must watch is the fact that the scale on the meter is most 
likely not going to be accurate across the whole scale. It will 
depend on the linearity of the meter. I calibrated for full scale. 

I use mine for peaking circuits and just checking relative power out. 
I also put 3 10turn trimmer pots to get 3 ranges. The resistor is 
selected using a double pole rotary switch. 

P.S. I used carbon comp resistors. 3 each 150 ohm.

I have a cheap MFJ keyer, not one of the contest models (sorry, I'm 
at work and don't have the model number in front of me). Anyway, it has 


an auto and semi-auto mode selectable by front panel push button. In 
semi-auto mode the dahs are not self completing. If I hold down the 
paddle it will send as long a dash as wanted. 


In auto mode the dahs are self completing and holding down the paddle 
will send a string of separate dahs. 


Seems like this would answer the desire for sending shorthand cw. 


BTW, I believe that this feature was originally put there so that hams 

who were used to mechanical bugs where the dahs had to be sent manually 
and dits were sent automatically would find the electronic keyer more 

like they were used to. For those of us who had never used a bug, the 
iambic (auto alternating dits and dahs when both paddles squeezed together) 
mode offered a great leap in speed.

Hi Phil and the group, 


Like you, I am applying for reissuance of my original call which was W7AQK. 
Also, like you I currently hold a 1x3 "W" call. Unlike you, however, my 
current call (W5RMZ) does not match my call area because I live in Arizona. 
Since you live in California (according to my database), I caution you that 
you may find that giving up your W6 call turns out to be a nuisance because 
of the confusion. I never wanted to give up my 1x3 W5 call because of what I 
was apt to get in exchange, but it did have definite drawbacks. The 
confusion created by having a call for a district other than my operating 
location was not insignificant. For example, if you are responding to a list 
being taken by call area (i.e. to work some rare DX station) are you going to 
respond when they call for "6's" (since you are in California) or when they 
call for "7's"? (Actually, I cheated on occassion by responding in both 
situations--after all, at QRP levels we need all the help we can get 
sometimes!). I just know that a lot of the QTH repeats I was asked to make 
were simply because the other station couldn't quite accept a location out of 
the call area without getting a second confirmation. Of course, other 
stations are always turning their beams toward "your call area" before they 
actually know your true location. By the way, some contests required me to 
sign as a portable station (/7) because of the district in which I was 
operating even though it was my permanent location. I considered that to be 
a totally unfair requirement. In my case it was also confusing when I would 
give my zone because a "5" call in zone 3 really throws them a curve. 


I wonder if anyone else on the list would give you similar words of caution? 
To be honest with you though, if I were in your shoes I would still probably 
want my original call back. I don't even think I am that interested in 
getting a 1x2. Anyway, good luck. It will be interesting to see how long it 
takes for all this to happen!
